The collection primarily consists of correspondence from actress 
Katharine Cornell to industrialist and philanthropist Anson Conger 
Goodyear from 1928-1956, as well as a small selection of photographs 
and postcards. 


The correspondence largely covers personal subjects, including Cornell's 
travels as well as plays including The Age of Innocence, Dishonored 
Lady, The Barretts of Wimpole Street, Lucrece, Alien Corn, Romeo and 
Juliet, and Candida. Included in the collection is a scrapbook containing 
newspaper clippings describing Goodyear's philanthropy, business 
achievements, military service, and personal events. 


The letters are listed in rough chronological order. They are not digitized 
or online and can be seen by appointment in our library. 
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
